On April 23, 2001, Applicants received a 'Notice To File Missing Parts of 
Non-Provisional Application', stating that the statutory basic filing fee was missing from the 
original filing papers for the above patent application. However, Applicants had submitted a 
'Fee Transmittal' with the original filing of the above application and the Acknowledgement

a confirmation notice after the Response was faxed that such Response had been received 
"OK" to the PTO. 

On January 13, 2003, Applicants sent an IDS to the PTO for the above patent 
application, along with form PTO 1449 (SB08), wherein such EDS related to information 
cited from a foreign patent office in a counterpart foreign application. 

On July 11, 2003, Applicants received a 'Notice of Abandonment under CFR 
1.53 (f) or (g)' ("Notice"), stating that the above application was abandoned for failure to 
timely or properly reply to the 'Notice to File Missing Parts' mailed in 4/23/2001. On July 18, 
2003, Applicants again called the Initial Patent Examination Division and was told that the 
fax number previously given above, 703-308-7751, was given in error and was not the correct 
fax number for the Response. 

PETITION REQUEST 

Applicants respectfully believe that the above patent application was 
unavoidably abandoned in that Applicants were only made aware of this as of the July 11, 
2003 Notice.
